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E. H. HARRIMAN 
PASSES AWAY 


Famous Financier and Railroad 
Magnate Is Dead. 


ENO CAME VERY PEACEFULLY 


Intestinal Disorder Responsible for the 


Death of the Greatest Organizer of 


Railroads 
the 
World 
Has 
Ever 


Known— Exact Tim e of Hie Demise 


Net Known to the Public. 


Arden, N. Y., Sept. IO.—Edward H. 
Harriman, the greatest organizer of 
railroads the world has ever known, 
m et the only lasting defeat of his 
life at the hands of death. Secluded 
la his magnificent home on Tower 
HIU, surrounded by members of his 
family, physicians and nurses, he suc­ 
cumbed to an intestinal disorder after 
a light against the disease which will 
rank for sheer grit with his rem ark­ 
able struggles in the financial world. 
The exact time of his death is 
known only in that limited circle of 
relatives and associates who had so 
effectively 
shielded 
Mr. 
Harriman 
from all outside annoyances during his 
last illness. The time was given to 
the world as 3:35 p. rn., but Mrs. Mary 
Simons, sister of the dead man, said 
th at the end had come at 1:30, more 
than two hours previous. W hether 
this apparent discrepancy has any 
bearing on the current belief that 
•very effort was made to lessen the 
Influence of the financier’s death on 
the Hew York stock market is proble­ 
matical. But it is significant that the 
tim e of his death as officially an­ 
nounced was just thirty-five minutes 
after trading had ceased on the ex­ 
change in New York. 
Mr. Harriman died peacefully and 
to the end his brilliant mind retained 
Its Integrity. After a relapse on Sun­ 
day he sank slowly and soon after 
noon Thursday there came a relapse 
which marked the approach of the 
end. His wife, his two daughters, the 
Misses Mary and Carol, and his sons, 
W alter and Roland, who have been 
constantly with him, assembled at the 
bedside and a carriage was hastily 
dispatched for Mrs. Simons, whose 
home is here in Arden, three miles 
from the Tower HIU mansion. 


Present at Her Brother's Death. 


Driving hurriedly up the mountain­ 
side, Mrs. Simons entered the great 
silent house in time to be present at 
her brother’s death. 
She joined his wife and children, 
who, with Dr. W. G. Lyle of New York 
and Orlando Harriman, a brother, and 
the nurses, formed a group at the bed­ 
side. 
Her husband, Charles D. Simons, 
said he had not arrived at Arden in 
tim e to see Mr. Harrim an before he 
died. 
Mr. Simons said that his broth­ 
er-in-law died at 3:35 o’clock. 
"Then Mrs. Simons was wrong when 
abe said 1:30?” was asked. 
Mr. Simons hesitated and then said: 
"Well, I was not there you know, 
when he died.” 
No spiritual adviser was at hand. 
The swiftest automobile in the H arri­ 
man garage had been dispatched for 
the Rev. Dr. J. Holmes McGuiness, 
an Episcopalian rector of Arden parish, 
and Mr. Harrim an’s personal chap­ 
lain, but Dr. McGuiness was not at 
borne. When found later, although 
rushed up the mountainside at break­ 
neck speed, he did not arrive until 
death had come to Arden House. 
Former Judge R. S. Lovett, chief 
counsel for the Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacific railroads, the best 
known of the Harriman lines, did not 
Teach Tower Hill in time for a last 
farewell 
to 
his 
chief. When 
he 
reached Arden he declined to say any­ 
thing whatever regarding the time, 
the cause or any other circumstances 
surrounding Mr. Harrim an’s death. 


Talked With His Secretary. 


Earlier in the day, however, before 
the crisis was at hand, Mr. H arri­ 
man talked with Thomas B. Price, his 
personal secretary, in the New York 
offices of the Union Pacific. This was 
one of the strongest evidences that 
the railroad man’s m aster mind was 
alert to the end, for It is believed that 
Mr. Price was summoned to enable 
the dying financier to give some in­ 
structions concerning his vast affairs. 
Although his family and perhaps 
two or three associates had known 
that Mr. Harriman might die at any 
time since his relapse last Sunday, 
the news of his death was compara­ 
tively unexpected in the vicinity of 
Arden. And In some respects there 
are indications that it was unexpect­ 
ed in New York so early. The best 
- proof of this was that Judge Lovett, 
who has spent practically every night 
at the house since Sunday last, re 
turned to New York in the morning 
usual and was n ot on hand when 


the man whose mantle he may now 
wear—for he is spoken of my some as 
Mr. Harrim an’s successor—breathed 
his last. 
Dr. Lyle issued a statement 
In the morning saying that the pa 
tlent’s condition was unchanged. Bul 
before the afternoon was well under 
way he was dead. 
In keeping with the simple arrange­ 
ments for the funeral an undertaker 
from Turner, N. Y., the nearest rail­ 
road station to Arden, was pressed in­ 
to service to perform the last services 
th at human hands will render to the 
dead before interment. One of the 
men who assisted the embalmers said 
that the body bore no sign of any re­ 
cent operation. 
The family’s decision in selecting 
the little country graveyard on the 
hillside near here, far removed from 
the scene of Mr. Harriman’s business 
triumphs, Is the first evidence that 
they intend to maintain Arden as their 
home. The unfinished palace that cov­ 
ers Tower HIU and the great estate 
that surrounds it was one of Mr. H ar­ 
rim an’s dearest hobbies. During the 
last days of his illness he took a great 
personal interest in the work, and, 
sitting in the sunshine on his great 
veranda often conversed with the la 
borers at their work. And it is be­ 
lieved that the family carrying out his 
wishes, will complete the work under 
way and that the name of Harriman 
will continue to be a synonym of 
bounty in this part of the Pamapo 
valley. 
Robert L. Gerry, the son-ln-law, said 
when questioned regarding the cause 
of Mr. Harrim an’s death: 
"The cause of Mr. Harriman’* death 
will probably never be known."

Copenhagen, Sept. IO.—Dr. Frederick 
A. Cook will sail from Christiansand 
Saturday morning on board the Scan­ 
dinavian^ rm>rican liner Oscar II. for 
New York, where she is due about 
Sept. 20 or 21. 
Probably Captain Roald Amundsen 
Will accompany him. 
Dr. Cook will 
leave here tonight for Christiansand. 
He has abandoned his proposed visit 
to Brussels on the advice of friends. 
The explorer spent the night at daunt 
Holstein's castle. With him were Dr. 
Egan, the American m inister, and 
Miss Egan. 
Dr. Cook asked the officials of the 
Danish Greenland administration to 
arrange for the dispatch of one of 
their boats to Greenland at his ex­ 
pense to get the two Eskimos who ac­ 
companied him to the pole. The offi­ 
cials stated that it is now too late in 
the season for such an attempt, and 
advised him that he must wait for 
spring, which he will do. 
He pro­ 
posed to Gould Brokaw, who is here 
with his yacht Fedora, that they make 
a start for Greenland immediately, but 
Brokaw would not agree to this. 
The University of Copenhagen con­ 
ferred upon Dr. Cook the honorary 
degree of Doctor of Science (Honoris 
Causa) in the presence of more than 
1,000 people, who cheered the explorer 
heartily. 
In thanking the rector, Dr. 
Torp, for the honor, Dr. Cook said that 
the university should be the first to 
see his records. 


New York, Sept. IO.—E. H. Harri­ 
m an^ death did not come as a sur­ 
prise. The critical nature of his ill­ 
ness had long been realized. But not­ 
withstanding the general realization 
that his end had been imminent for 
days, the shock of the passing of so 
great a man was everywhere apparent. 
Though Mr. Harriman is dead, his 
tremendous interests will be carried 
on without interruption. 
So firm is 
the foundation of his great construc­ 
tive work in the railroad world and 
so thoroughly organized are his varied 
interests that no fear is felt in the 
financial world. 
Such is the feeling 
In New York. It is in the W est that 
Mr. 
Harriman leaves his greatest 
monument of railroad construction 
wcrk, but here in the city of New 
York, from where he directed his great 
enterprises, his death was perhaps 
most keenly felt. 
First word that .bls end had come 
did not reach the canons of the finan­ 
cial district and the stock exchange 
until long after 3 o’clock, a time when 
trading on the exchange had closed 
for the day and bankers and brokers 
were leaving for their homes. Then 
there came the news from Mr. Harri­ 
man’s mountain home at Arden that 
his fight against disease was over and 
that he died peacefully. 
The news was at first accepted as 
another wild rumor, so many of which 
have flashed over the country during 
the financier’s last illness. But con­ 
firmation came quickly and soon the 
financial district rang with the news­ 
boys’ cries as they thrust glaring head, 
lines of the extra editions in the faces 
of hurrying pedestrians. 
With the stock market closed for 
the day there was no semblance of un­ 
easiness. The financial world had dis­ 
counted Mr. Harriman’s death to such 
an extent that a condition of prepared­ 
ness was 
conspicuous. Throughout 
the day the market was weak and 
there were declines in the so-called 
Harriman stocks, but the volume of 
selling was not large and ll was ap­ 
parent on the surface that the market 
was prepared for his death. Gould 
stocks were weak under the theory 
that some of these properties had re­ 
cently come under Mr. Harrim an's in­ 
fluence and that other operations 
along this line might be checked. 
Recent estimates of Mr. Harrim an’s 
personal wealth have varied all the 
way from $50,000,000 to $100,000,000. 
He was, of course a large fo ld e r of 
securities of the varlet** corporations 
with which he was identified, includ­ 
ing in addition to the Union Pacific: 
and Southern Pacific systems, over a 
score of smaller or tributary proper­ 
ties, not only in this country, but in 
Mexico as w ell.___________

UNDERWOOD AWD L. F. LOREE

New York, Sept IO.—Tho question 
uppermost In many Wall street minds 
1b as to the identity of Mr. HaJ*ri- 
m an’s successor. 
It is generally believed in financial 
circles that interests that now dom! 
nate the Harriman property would 
continue to manage them along the 
lines laid down by the financier. 
Frederick D. Underwood, president 
of the Erie, and L. F. Loree, president 
of the Delaware and Hudson, are 
prominently mentioned as likely can­ 
didates for the future of some of the 
more important Harriman lines. 


GETTING READY TO RETURN 


Both Cook and Peary Soon W ill Be in 
the United States. 
New York, Sept.. IO.—The two ex­ 
plorers upon whom the world’s eye 
has been fixed during the past few 
days spent the day busily preparing 
for their advance to the United States. 
Cook, in Copenhagen, announced that 
he had definitely arranged to sail next 
Saturday on the Oscar II. for New 
York city. 
Peary, according to frag­ 
m entary wireless reports, was still de­ 
layed at Battle Harbor, Labrador, 
probably either awaiting the comple­ 
tion of repairs to the Roosevelt or the 
arrival of coal. 
Dr. Cook appeared at a high official 
function. The University of Copen­ 
hagen conferred upon him the degree 
of Doctor of Science, thereby recogniz­ 
ing, it was pointed out by his friends, 
his claim to the discovery of the pole. 
Dr. Cook has cancelled his engage­ 
ments to lecture before the Geograph­ 
ical society of Brussels and will reach 
New York about Sept. 20 or 21. 
Cap­ 
tain Roald Amundsen will probably 
accompany him. 
Dr. Cook’s plans to send a ship from 
Copenhagen to Greenland to bring 
back to civilization his two Eskimo 
companions on his exploration trip 
will not be carried out until next year, 
as Danish officials have informed him 
that it is now too late In the season 
for a trip to Etah. The expedition, it 
is said, will be made early next spring. 
In scientific circles, both in America 
and abroad, the prevailing inclinations 
seem to be to await direct word from 
‘both explorers before arriving at a 
conclusion 
as 
to 
their 
respective 
achievements and although a belliger­ 
ent attitude was still preserved In the 
two camps, open hostilities were large 
ly suspended. 
H erbert L. Bridgman, Peary's chief 
backer, has reached Sydney, C. B., 
and Mrs. Peary, who will also meet 
the explorer at Sydney, has left Port­ 
land, on her way north. 
Both expect 
to greet Commander Peary on Satur­ 
day, although the long and thus far 
unexplained delay at Battle Harbor 
may make necessary a change in their 
plans.

According to the articles of agree­ 
ment, if both men were on their feet 
when ten rounds had been fought no 
decision was to be given. Referee 
Eddie Smith, however, stated Johnson 
was entitled to the verdict. 
Johnson employed tantalizing leftc 
and forceful right uppercuts with such 
frequency that Kaufman was fairly be­ 
wildered. Early in the contest his 
face began to show signs of Johnson’s 
punches and in the third round a well 
directed wallop started the blood flow­ 
ing from Kaufman’s face.

ABOUT 1000 ACRES IS SECURED 


Location of the Lands Would Indicate 
That Line of Attraction Had 
Been Found 
The iron men are getting busy in 
Crow W ing county again. 
In fact 
they are busy most of the time b ut it 
is only when the record of their p u r­ 
chases or options are made th a t the 
public gets any insight into the tra n s­ 
actions and usually even then there 
is nothing to indicate the prices paid.

H ER E have been few single fig­ 
ures in the world of finance the 
mere rumors of whose illness 
would radically affect so many 
stocks as did that of the late Edward 
Henry H arrim an. 
On his recent re­ 
turn from Europe the great Stock Ex­ 
change in W ail street spent nearly 
one whole day in suspense. 
Buying 
and selling were at a standstill. 
Ev­ 
erything depended upon th e health of 
the little man coming up the bay. If 
he should prove to be on the road to 
recovery, up would go Union Pacific, 
Central Pacific, New York Central and 
other securities under his control, lf 
he was seen to be In a bad way, they 
would tumble. 
Until one or the other 
was definitely known there w as noth­ 
ing doing. 
His arrival satisfied the brokers that 
the railroad king was fa r from a well 
man. 
A fter his retreat to Arden the 
rum or was noised about th at he in­ 
tended virtually to retire. 
On this 
mere breath bis stocks w ere hammered 
down, down till Union Pacific fell off 
6 or 7 points, Southern Pacific, New 
York C entral and others sharing in 
the decline. 
It was a striking tribute 
to the m an’s power, a testim onial to 
the estim ate put upon his financial 
m astery by W all street. There was no 
sentim ent in it. There never is in these 
bull and bear raids. 
They are as u t­ 
terly merciless as an earthquake or a

Perhaps the only beings w ith whom 
Edw ard H. H arrim an the plan ever 
entirely unbent were children.

A t Arden he w as never so happy as 
when he had an automobile load of 
little ones and w as spinning about the 
countryside.

There is not a heart beat in 
the whole high finance body, how­ 
ever many there may be in the indi­ 
viduals who compose it.

There are many popular misconcep­ 
tions concerning H arrim an. 
One is 
th at he w as a man w ith an abnor­ 
mally large brain, which sapped the 
life from his undersized body. 
Harri- 
man’s head was not large. It was un­ 
der rath er than over the normal size. 
It was quite well proportioned to his 
small stature. 
His body gave the im ­ 
pression of slightness, It is true, but it 
was not emaciated, except in his last 
illness. 
It was wiry and quick as a 
steel spring. 
He was stooped, as are 
most men who think much. 
He was 
never a careful dresser and was quite 
commonplace in appearance. 
But the 
idea th at his brain ate up his body is 
a mere flight of fancy. 
It might be 
said as truly of any man who is at the 
head of big things in this day of gi­ 
gantic undertakings. 
Smartest Boy of His Class. 
Another mistaken notion is that Mr. 
H arrim an was born in New Jersey. 
He was born at Hempstead, Long Is­ 
land, in the state of New York, Feb. 
25, 1848. 
He was the fourth child of 
a poor Episcopalian m inister whose 
salary 
sometimes 
am ounted to 
as 
mufch as $200 a year. 
It was after 
th e future railroad king's advent th at 
the family moved to Jersey, settling 
in a m odest portion of Jersey City 
just off the Hackensack meadows. It 
was not a promising environment, but 
there w ere rich relations on both sides 
of the house. 
The lad went to T rin­ 
ity school in New York, walking three 
miles each way, He had a reputation. 


but a builder. 
History m ust give him 
this credit. 
It is questionable if we 
have had any greater railroad build­ 
ers than he. The m anner in which he 
took the rundown and bankrupt Union 
Pacific, went over the ground and saw 
the business there was for th e line, 
coupled w ith the subsequent courage 
and energy he displayed in pouring 
hundreds of millions into straighten­ 
ing and im proving the road, showed a 
constructive genius of the first order. 
R uthless he m ight have been, yet the 
fact th at he did things, and big things 
a t that, m ust be told to his praise. 
The story of bridging G reat Salt lake 
and draining the Salton sea is not one 
th a t could be told of every man, not 
even of every railroad king. H e touched 
most of the properties th at cam e un­ 
der his control only to build them up. 
Overcapitalize he probably did, al­ 
though he called it capitalizing th e fu­ 
ture. Used W all street methods, some 
of them of a doubtful kind—w ith this 
his enemies charged him. 
And H arri­ 
man had enemies, bitter and big ones, 
w ith Theodore Roosevelt, ex-president 
of the United States, at their head. It 
is perfectly true th at in the w orld of 
men he had m ore foes th at hated him 
than friends th a t loved him. Yet when 
I this is said we cannot forget those 
east side boys in New York nor those 
shouting children at Arden. 
A man 
th at loves a child and is loved by it in 
return cannot be all bad. 
H arrim an’s 
national 
vision 
was 
shown in manifold ways. 
Though 
born near New York city and living 
in or about it all his life, he did not 
have the New York viewpoint. 
H e 
saw America from the angle of the 
Pacific const and of the central west, 
as well as of the east. He had enough 
imagination to forecast the future of 
the country, to count on it as a most 
im portant factor in fill his business 
enterprises. 
H e could see the desir- 
ability 
of 
buying 
steam ship 
lines 
I across the Pacific, of planning a rail­ 


road In Mexico. 
F ew men realized 
the possibilities of the great em pire 
building on the shores of the Pacific 
ocean w ith more clearness than H ar­ 
riman. 
Though sm all in body and 
even In brain, he w as not small in 
his grasp of things. 
H e thought in 
term s of the continent, planned in 
millions, built with system s. 
His Greatest Monument. 
H arrim an has often been compared 
to Jay Gould. 
In my own opinion, be 
w as a bigger man than Gould and a 
better one. 
W ith all the abuse that 
has been heaped upon him he is en­ 
titled to th at which his own deeds 
carved out. 
H e w as not as shrew d 
a man on the Stock Exchange as 
Gould, not as "foxy” perhaps, lf you 
like the term , but he had infinitely 
bigger Ideals and m ore audacity to 
plan and execute g reat undertakings. 
Gould 
w as essentially 
a 
financier. 
H arrim an was th a t and more, and it 
Is the "m ore” th a t will redeem him. 
The rom ance of the Bkaciflc railroads 
and steam ship lines and of his other 
great railroad deals cannot be wiped 
off the slate. W hatever we may think 
of H arrim an in W all street or H arri­ 
man in politics or H arrim an in in­ 
surance or H arrim an in Chicago and 
Alton, his work on th e Pacific empire, 
both this side and on the seas, will 
fire the Im agination and compel re­ 
spect. 
Good and evil mingle In all 
men. 
T his is the good of H arrim an. 
It is his greatest m onum ent. 
It w as recently stated th at H arri­ 
man controlled 18,000 miles of rail­ 
way, or six tim es across the conti­ 
nent; th a t these lines employ 80,000 
men; that, in addition, he directed 54,- 
000 miles of steam ship lines, m ak­ 
ing 72,000 miles of transportation in 
all; th a t one could go from New York 
to Hongkong w ithout ever leaving the 
H arrim an lines and th a t he could re­ 
turn by another route on H arrim an 
lines nearly all th e w ay. 
To show som ething of the m an’s 
great activities, the m ere corporations 
of which he w as the head or w ith 
which he w as officially connected may 
give a hint, although little more than a 
hint. H e had been a m em ber of the New 
York Stock Exchange since 1870. 
He 
was president of th e Oregon Railroad 
and Navigation com pany, president of 
the Oregon Short Line, president of the 
Southern 
Pacific, 
president of the 
Texas and New O rleans Railroad com­ 
pany, president of the Southern P a­ 
cific C oast railw ay, president of the 
Oregon and California Railroad com­ 
pany, president of th e Central Pacific 
Railroad company, president of the 
Louisiana and W estern Railroad com­ 
pany, president of M organ’s Louisiana 
and T exas Railroad and Steam ship 
company, president of the Pacific Mail 
Steam ship company, president of the 
Railroad Securities com pany, president 
of th e Southern Pacific Term inal com­ 
pany, president of th e Portland and 
Asiatic Steam ship com pany, president 
of the Union Pacific, chairm an of the 
executive com m ittee o f the W ells F a r­ 
go com pany, director of the Illinois 
Central Railroad com pany, director of 
the Baltim ore and Ohio Railroad com­ 
pany, director of the E rie Railroad 
company, director of th e Colorado Fuel 
and Iron company, director of the 
W estern Union Telegraph company, di­ 
rector of the N ational City Bank of 
New York, director of the Chicago and 
Alton Railroad com pany, director of 
the Pere M arquette R ailroad company, 
director of the San Pedro, Los Angeles 
and Salt Lake Railroad company, di­ 
rector of the Susquehanna and W est­ 
ern Railroad com pany, director of the 
New York Central R ailroad company 
and m any more, to say nothing of the 
Equitable Assurance society, of which 
he w as once a director, but from which 
he resigned during the Hughes investi­ 
gation. 
Controlled Whatever He Touched. 
A fter reading all th a t list one can 
wonder not only th a t be died so soon, 
but th a t he lived so long, for be it 
understood th at E dw ard H. H arrim an 
was no 
mere perfunctory director. 
W hatever he touched be controlled— 
either th a t or som ething broke. 
He 
w as not a dummy. 
Nor could he have 
controlled all these properties, only a 
fraction of which he could have owned 
personally, unless his business associ­ 
ates reposed the g reatest confidence 
In his integrity and ability. 
It w as 
his pow er of organization, of construc­ 
tion, his intim ate knowledge of the 
whole country as it related to railroad­ 
ing, his daring m ethods and his suc­ 
cess th a t won him their allegiance. 
H e becam e far and aw ay the greatest 
railroad power of his day and perhaps 
of any day th a t the country has yet 
known. 
There may be railroad kings 
in fu tu re th at will control more mile­ 
age, bu t none up to his own time. 
H is latest dream of m aking the New 
York C entral a p art of his gigantic 
system w as coming to fruition only 
when death snatched him aw ay from 
it. Even as it was, th e greatest of our 
railroads was listed as a H arrim an 
property, and its stocks moved in sym ­ 
pathy w ith his group. 
To combine 
th at old and rich system w ith his P a­ 
cific roads into one gigantic whole was 
the w ork of a financial titan. It was 
not a thing th a t a sm all man would 
even have dared to plan. 
A nother cherished dream of a more 
intim ate nature w as on the eve of ac­ 
complishment, but w as never to be 
realized. 
For more th an a score of 
years Mr. H arrim an had owned an es­ 
tate of 35.000 acres near Arden over­ 
looking Tuxedo P ark. Here, on the top 
af one of the Ram apo mountains, he 
w as finishing a great castle th at w as 
to have been his home in old age. 
H ere he w ent for th e "after cure” 
when he returned from his vain health 
seeking in Europe, and here, am id the 
sound of ham m ers as workmen com­ 
pleted the last w ing of the house, he 
breathed his last. 
I t w as a fitting 
music to toll out th e life of one whose 
chief Claim to men’s regard is th a t he 
was a builder.

Attended by Men Who Hold a Promi­ 


nent Place in tho History of the 


Democratic Party— Judge Alton B. 


Parker One of the Speakers— League 


May Be Formed to Strengthen and 


Aid the Party. 


Saratoga, N. Y., Sept. IO.—Out of 
the Democratic conference which be­ 
gan a two-days’ session here under the 
guiding hands of m en who hold a 
prom inent place in the party’s history, 
th ere prom ises to grow a perm anent 
organization 
to 
be 
known 
as the 
"D em ocratic League.” 
At the close of a day of Democratic 
oratory, during which speeches were 
m ade by Alton B. Parker, Thom as M. 
Osborne and Edw ard M. Shepard, out­ 
lining the purposes and hopes of the 
conference, John N. C arlisle of W a­ 
tertow n offered tho following resolu­ 
tion: 
"T hat for the purpose of aiding and 
strengthening the Dem ocratic party, 
bringing back to its ranks those who 
have been separated from it, and at­ 
tracting to it the independent and the 
young voters of the states, offering a 
place of refuge for those Republicans 
who feel th a t th eir tru st in th eir party 
has been betrayed and its solemn 
pledges and prom ises to them broken, 
who deprecate its w astefulness and 
extravagance In adm inistering the af­ 
fairs of the governm ent and look with 
apprehension upon th e steady strides 
it is m aking tow ard th e centralization 
of governm ent a t the expense of the 
legitim ate power of th e states and of 
th e rights reserved to the people; and 
for the purpose of dissem inating the 
principles of tho D em ocratic party— 
th e efforts of this conference should 
be continued, and tor th a t purpose its 
organization be m ade perm anent. 
"Therefore, be it resolved, th at the 
m em bers of this conference and those 
who m ay hereafter become such, be, 
and they hereby are, constituted a 
perm anent 
organization 
under 
the 
nam e of ‘The Dem ocratic L eague; ’ and 
th a t the present executive com m ittee 
be continued in office until otherw ise 
ordered by the general com m ittee 
hereinafter provided for.” 
It is also provided th at the execu­ 
tive com m ittee shall call a m eeting of 
the general com m ittee on or before 
Feb. I, 1910. 
The resolution was referred to the 
"com m ittee on plan and scope,” com 
posed of a representative from cark 
of the sen ato rial distric ts of the state. 
The night m eeting w as addressed by 
ex-.Tustice D. Cady H errick of Albany 
and ex-Justice A ugustus Van Wyck, 
both of whom have carried the party's 
standard in g u b ern ato rial campaigns, 
and also by John Sayles of Buffalo. 
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President Taft Desires to Confer With

The attorney

on his initiative th at the motion to 
patent the Cunningham claim s has 
been held up. 
The president is anxious th at the 
controversy a t W ashington shall be 
am icably settled lf possible. 
Mr. T aft has been giving much 
thought of late to the speeches he is 
to m ake in the W est and Is gathering 
a vast am ount of m atter to form the 
basis of w hat he will have to say dur­ 
ing the two m onths of travel and 
speechm aking. 
It is said th at Mr. T aft will take 
the people Into his confidence regard­ 
ing the recent tariff fight in congress. 
H e will repeat w hat he had to say in 
th e statem ent issued at th e tim e he 
signed the Payne bill, and will declare 
th a t while the m easure was unsatis­ 
factory in m any w ays it was the best 
he could get out of congress under all 
the circum stances. 
It Is further stated th at the presi­ 
dent will frankly tell of the troubles 
th a t besfet him in dealing with the 
tariff situation and th a t he will put 
squarely up to the people the question 
of w hether or not they desire a still 
further revision. 
The president will

of another doctor is probable. 
Before 
she was returned to her home Miss 
H enning made a statem ent to Prose­ 
cuting A ttorney Van Zile and Captain 
of Detectives McDcnnell In which the 
nam e of a second physician was m en­ 
tioned. 
This statem ent resulted in 
the apprehension of a woman who 
form erly lived at Ann A rbor who had 
advised Miss Millman to go to another 
physician. 
The woman said th a t Maybelle Mill­ 
m an had told her of h er trouble and 
th a t she had recom m ended to her a 
physician. 
The identity of this phy­ 
sician is guarded by the officers and 
as yet no move has been made to ap­ 
prehend him.

Arden, N. Y., Sept. IO.—Edward H. 
arriman, the greatest organizer of 
aiiroads the world has ever known, 
et the only lasting defeat of his 
lie at the hands of death. 
Secluded 
A his magnificent home on Tower 
'IU, surrounded by members of his 
amity, physicians and nurses, he sue- 
umbed to an intestinal disorder after 
fight against the disease which will 
Bk for sheer grit with his remark- 
hie struggles in the financial world. 
The exact time of his death is 
Bown only in that limited circle of 
latives and associates who had so 
ffectively 
shielded 
Mr. 
Harriman 
rom all outside annoyances during his 
ast illness. 
The time was given to 
he world as 3:35 p. rn., but Mr3. Mary 
intone, sister of the dead man, said 
hat the end had come at 1:30, more 
ban two hours previous. 
Whether 
his apparent discrepancy has any 
earing on the current belief that 
very effort was made to lessen the 
nfluence of the financier’s death on 
he New York stock market is proble- 
atical. 
But it is significant that the 
me of his death as officially en­ 
ounced was just thirty-five minutes 
fter trading had ceased on the ex- 
hange in New York. 
Mr. Harriman died peacefully and 
the end his brilliant mind retained 
ta integrity. 
After a relapse on Sun- 
he san k slow ly and soon after 
oon Thursday there came a relapse 
hich marked the approach of tho 
nd. 
His wife, his two daughters, the 
lases Mary and Carol, and his sons, 
alter and Roland, who have been 
onstantly with him, assembled at the 
edside and a carriage was hastily 
ispatched for Mrs. Simons, whose 
ome is here in Arden, three miles 
rom the Tower Hill mansion. 


Present at Her Brother's Death. 


Driving hurriedly up the mountaiu- 
lde, Mrs. Simons entered the great 
ilent house in time to be present at 
er brother’s death. 
She joined his wife and children, 
ho, with Dr. W. G. Lyle of New York 
nd Orlando Harriman, a brother, and 
he nurses, formed a group at the bed- 
ide. 
Her husband, Charles D. Simons, 
Bld he had not arrived at Arden in 
ime to see Mr. Harriman before he 
led.

the man whose mantle he may now 
wear—for he is spoken of my some as 
Mr. Harriman’s successor—breathed 
his last. 
Dr. Lyle Issued a statement 
In the morning saying that the pa 
tient’s condition was unchanged. 
But 
before the afternoon was well under 
way he was dead. 
In keeping with the simple arrange­ 
ments for the funeral an undertaker 
from Turner, N. Y., the nearest rail­ 
road station to Arden, was pressed in­ 
to service to perform the last services 
that human hands will render to the 
dead before interment. 
One of the 
men who assisted the embalmers said 
that the body bore no sign of any re­ 
cent operation. 
The family’s decision in selecting 
the little country graveyard on the 
hillside near here, far removed from 
the scene of Mr. Harriman’s business 
triumphs, is the first evidence that 
they intend to maintain Arden as their 
home. The unfinished palace that cov­ 
ers Tower Hill and the great estate 
that surrounds it was one of Mr. Har 
riman’s dearest hobbies. 
During the 
last days of his illness he took a great 
personal interest in the work, and, 
sitting In the sunshine on his great 
veranda often conversed with the la 
borers at their work. 
And it is be­ 
lieved that the family carrying out his 
wishes, will complete the work under 
way and that the name of Harriman 
will continue to be a synonym of 
bounty in this part of the Pamapo 
valley. 
Robert L. Gerry, the son-in-law, said 
when questioned regarding the cause 
of Mr. Hariiman’s death: 
“The cause of Mr. Harriman’s death 
will probably never be known.” 


DID NOT COME AS 


A BIG SURPRISE 


Death of Mr. Harriman Antici- 


pated in Nev York. 


New York, Sept. IO.—E. H. Harri­ 
man’s death did not come as a sur 
prise. 
The critical nature of his ill 
ness had long been realized. 
But not­ 
withstanding the general realization 
that his end had been imminent for 
days, the shock of the passing of so 
great a man was everywhere apparent.

Cook, in Copenhagen, announced that 
he had definitely arranged to sail next 
Saturday on the Oscar II. for New 
York city. 
Peary, according to fra? 
mentary wireless reports, was still de­ 
layed 
at Battle Harbor, 
Labrador, 
probably either awaiting the comple­ 
tion of repairs to the Roosevelt or the 
arrival of coal. 
Dr. Cook appeared at a high official 
function. 
The University of Copen­ 
hagen conferred upon him the degree 
of Doctor of Science, thereby recogniz­ 
ing,- it was pointed out by his friends, 
his claim to the discovery of the pole. 
Dr. Cook has cancelled his engage­ 
ments to lecture before the Geograph­ 
ical society of Brussels and will reach 
New York about Sept. 20 or 21. 
Cap­ 
tain Roald Amundsen will probably 
sccompany him. 
Dr. Cook’s plans to send a ship from 
Copenhagen to Greenland to bring 
back to civilization his two Eskimo 
companions on his exploration trip 
will not be carried out until next year, 
as Danish officials have informed him 
that it is now too late in the season 
tor a trip to Etah.

HERE have been few single fig­ 
ures in the world of finance the 
mere rumors of whose illness 
would radically affect so many 
stocks as did that of the late Edward 
Henry Harriman. 
On his recent re­ 
turn from Europe the great Stock Ex­ 
change in Wall street spent nearly 
one whole day in suspense. 
Buying 
and selling were at a standstill. 
Ev­ 
erything depended upon the health of 
the little man coming up the bay. If 
he should prove to be on the road to 
recovery, up would go Union Pacific, 
Central Pacific, New York Central and 
other securities under his control, lf 
he was seen to be In a bad way, they 
would tumble. Until one or the other 
was definitely known there was noth­ 
ing doing. 
His arrival satisfied the brokers that 
the railroad king was far from a well 
man. 
After his retreat to Arden the 
rumor was noised about th at he in­ 
tended virtually to retire. 
On this 
mere breath bls stocks were hammered 
down, down till Union Pacific fell off 
6 or 7 points, Southern Pacific, New 
York Central and others sharing in 
the decline. 
It was a striking tribute 
to the man’s power, a testimonial to 
the estimate put upon his financial 
mastery by Wall street. There was no 
sentiment in it. There never is in these 
bull and bear raids. 
They are as ut­ 
terly merciless as an earthquake or a

which still survives, of having been 
the w orst boy and the sm artest of bis 
class. 
At the age of fourteen he quit 
school altogether and entered a bro­ 
ker’s office. The first year be earned 
the magnificent salary of $5 a week, 
and even this pittance he turned over 
to his father. 
Friend of Children. 
Perhaps the only beings with whom 
Edward H. Harrim an the man ever 
entirely unbent were children. In New 
York he was the head of a great boys’ 
institution, a sort of combined gym­ 
nasium, club and debating society, for 
more than a quarter of a century. 
At Arden he was never so happy as 
when he had an automobile load of 
little ones aud was spinning about the 
countryside. To them he was not the 
cold business machine known to the 
world. He was “Pop” Harriman, their 
comrade and friend. 
Perhaps he was 
so unreserved with the children be­ 
cause they did not ask him leading 
questions and try to take away his 
money. In the country he was as God 
made him. In business he wriVas Wall 
street made him. 
There is a differ­ 
ence here, one that will appear greater 
the more it is contemplated. 
Great Constructive Genial, 
The best two things about Mr. H ar­ 
riman were that he was constructive 
aud had a national view of things. He 
was not alone a stock manipulator,

There is not a heart beat in 
the whole high finance body, how­ 
ever many there may be in the indi­ 
viduals who compose it. 
And when 
the bears pounded down those Harri­ 
man securities in the days when their 
master lay ill at Arden they merely 
advertised that they had been afraid 
of the man and showed what they 
would do when the fear was even a 
little abated. 
There are many popular misconcep­ 
tions concerning Harriman. 
One is 
that he was a man with an abnor­ 
mally large brain, which sapped the 
life from his undersized body. Harri- 
rnau’s head was not large. It was un­ 
der rather than over the normal size. 
It was quite well proportioned to his 
small stature. His body gave the im­ 
pression of slightness, it is true, but it 
was not emaciated, except in his last 
illness. 
It was wiry and quick as a 
steel spring. 
He was stooped, as are 
most men who think much. 
He was 
never a careful dresser and was quite 
commonplace in appearance. 
But the 
idea that his brain ate up his body is 
a mere flight of fancy. 
It might be 
said as truly of any man who is at the 
head of big things in this day of gi­ 
gantic undertakings. 
Smartest Boy of His Class. 
Another mistaken notion is that Mr. 
Harrim an was born in New Jersey. 
He was born at Hempstead, Long Is­ 
land, in the state of New York, Feb. 
25, 1848. 
He was the fourth child of 
a poor Episcopalian minister whose 
salary 
sometimes 
amounted to as 
much as $200 a year. 
It was after 
the future railroad king’s advent that 
the family moved to Jersey, settling 
in a modest portion of Jersey City 
just off the Hackensack meadows. It 
was not a promising environment, but 
there were rich relations on both sides 
of the bouse. The lad went to Trin­ 
ity school in New York, walking three 
miles each way, He had a reputation. 


but a builder. History must give him 
this credit. 
It is questionable if we 
have had any greater railroad build­ 
ers than he. The manner in which he 
took the rundown and bankrupt Union 
Pacific, went over the ground and saw 
the business there was for the line, 
coupled with the subsequent courage 
and energy he displayed in pouring 
hundreds of millions into straighten­ 
ing and improving the road, showed a 
constructive genius of the first order. 
Ruthless he might have been, yet the 
fact that he did things, and big things 
at that, must be told to his praise. 
The story of bridging Great Salt lake 
and draining the Salton sea is not one 
that could be told of every man, not 
even of every railroad king. He touched 
most of the properties that came un­ 
der his control only to build them up. 
Overcapitalize he probably did, al­ 
though he called it capitalizing the fu­ 
ture. Used Wall street methods, some 
of them of a doubtful kind—with this 
his enemies charged him. And H arri­ 
man had enemies, bitter and big ones, 
with Theodore Roosevelt, ex-president 
of the United States, at their head. It 
is perfectly true th at in the world of 
men he had more foes that hated him 
than friends that loved him. Yet when 
this is said we cannot forget those 
east side boys in New York nor those 
shouting children at Arden. 
A man 
th at loves a child and is loved by it in 
return cannot be all bad. 
H arrim an’s 
national 
vision 
was 
shown in manifold ways. 
Though 
born near New York city and living 
in or about it all his life, he did not 
have the New York viewpoint. 
He 
saw America from the angle of the 
Pacific coast and of the central west, 
as well as of the east. He had enough 
Imagination to forecast the future of 
the country- to count on it as a most 
im portant factor in f # l his business 
enterprises. 
He could see the desir­ 
ability 
of 
buying 
steamship 
lines 
•cross the Pacific, of planning a rail­ 


road in Mexico. 
Few men realized 
the possibilities of the great empire 
building on the shores of the Pacific 
ocean with more dearness than H ar­ 
riman. 
Though small in body and 
even In brain, he was not small in 
his grasp of things. 
He thought in 
terms of the continent, planned in 
millions, built with systems. 
Hii Greatest Monument. 
Harriman has often been compared 
to Jay Gould. 
In my own opinion, he 
was a bigger man than Gould and a 
better one. 
W ith all the abuse that 
has been heaped upon him he is en­ 
titled to that which his own deeds 
carved out. 
He was not as shrewd 
a man on the Stock Exchange as 
Gould, not as “foxy” perhaps, lf you 
like the term, bat he had infinitely 
bigger ideals and more audacity to 
plan and execute great undertakings. 
Gould was essentially a financier. 
Harriman was that and more, and it 
Is the “more” th at will redeem him. 
The romance of the Haciflc railroads 
and steamship lines and of his other 
great railroad deals cannot be wiped 
off the slate. W hatever we may think 
of Harriman in Wall street or H arri­ 
man In politics or Harriman in In­ 
surance or H arrim an in Chicago and 
Alton, his work on the Pacific empire, 
both this side and on the seas, will 
fire the imagination and compel re­ 
spect. 
Good and evil mingle in all 
men. This Is the good of Harriman. 
It is his greatest monument. 
It was recently stated that H arri­ 
man controlled 18,000 miles of rail­ 
way, or six times across the conti­ 
nent; that these lines employ 80,000 
men; that, in addition, he directed 54,- 
000 miles of steamship lines, mak­ 
ing 72,000 miles of transportation in 
all; that one could go from New York 
to Hongkong without ever leaving the 
Harriman lines and that he could re­ 
turn by another route on Harrim an 
lines nearly all the way. 
To show something of the m an’s 
great activities, the mere corporations 
of which he was the head or with 
which he was officially connected may 
give a hint, although little more than a 
hint. He had been a member of the New 
York Stock Exchange since 1870. 
He 
was president of the Oregon Railroad 
and Navigation company, president of 
the Oregon Short Line, president of the 
Southern Pacific, president of the 
Texas and New Orleans Railroad com­ 
pany, president of the Southern Pa­ 
cific Coast railway, president of the 
Oregon and California Railroad com­ 
pany, president of the Central Pacific 
Railroad company, president of the 
Louisiana and W estern Railroad com­ 
pany, president of Morgan’s Louisiana 
and Texas Railroad and Steamship 
company, president of the Pacific Mail 
Steamship company, president of the 
Railroad Securities company, president 
of the Southern Pacific Terminal com­ 
pany, president of the Portland and 
Asiatic Steamship company, president 
of the Union Pacific, chairman of the 
executive committee of the Wells F ar­ 
go company, director of the Illinois 
Central Railroad company, director of 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad com­ 
pany, director of the Erie Railroad 
company, director of the Colorado Fuel 
and Iron company, director of the 
Western Union Telegraph company, di­ 
rector of the National City Bank of 
New York, director of the Chicago and 
Alton Railroad company, director of 
the Pere M arquette Railroad company, 
director of the San Pedro, Los Angeles 
and Salt Lake Railroad company, di­ 
rector of the Susquehanna and W est­ 
ern Railroad company, director of the 
New York Central Railroad company 
and many more, to say nothing of the 
Equitable Assurance society, of which 
he was once a director, but from which 
he resigned during the Hughes investi­ 
gation. 
Controlled Whatever He Touched. 
After reading all that list one can 
wonder not only that he died so soon, 
but that he lived so long, for be it 
understood th at Edward H. Harrim an 
was no mere perfunctory director. 
Whatever he touched he controlled— 
either that or something broke. 
He 
was not a dummy. Nor could he have 
controlled all these properties, only a 
fraction of which he could have owned 
personally, unless his business associ­ 
ates reposed the greatest confidence 
in his integrity and ability. 
It was 
his power of organization, of construc­ 
tion, his intimate knowledge of the 
whole country as it related to railroad­ 
ing, his daring methods and his suc­ 
cess that won him their allegiance. 
He became far and away the greatest 
railroad power of his day and perhaps 
of any day th at the country has yet 
known. There may be railroad kings 
in future th at will control more mile­ 
age, but none up to his own time. 
His latest dream of making the New 
York Central a part of his gigantic 
system was coming to fruition only 
when death snatched him away from 
it. Even as it was, the greatest of our 
railroads was listed as a Harrim an 
property, and its stocks moved in sym­ 
pathy with his group. 
To combine 
that old and rich system with his Pa­ 
cific roads into one gigantic whole was 
the work of a financial titan. It was 
not a thing th at a small man would 
even have dared to plan. 
Another cherished dream of a more 
intimate nature was on the eve of ac­ 
complishment, but was never to be 
realized. 
For more than a score of 
years Mr. Harrim an had owned an es­ 
tate of 35.000 acres near Arden over­ 
looking Tuxedo Park. Here, on the top 
of one of the Ramapo mountains, he 
was finishing a great castle that was 
to have been his home in old age. 
Here he w ent for the “after cure” 
when he returned from his vain health 
seeking in Europe, and here, amid the 
sound of hammers as workmen com­ 
pleted the last wing of the house, he 
breathed his last. 
It was a fitting 
music to toll out the life of one whose 
chief claim to men’s regard is that he 
was a builder.

ORGANIZATION 


May Grow Out of Meetlni of 


Democrats. 


CONFERENCE 
AT 
SARATOGA 


Attended By Men Who Hold a Promi­ 


nent Place in, the History of the 


Democratic Party— Judge Alton B. 


Parker One of tho Speakers— League 


May Be Formed to Strengthen and 


Aid the Party. 


Saratoga, N. Y., Sept. IO.—Out of 
the Democratic conference which be­ 
gan a two-days’ session here under the 
guiding hands of men who hold a 
prominent place in the party’s history, 
there promises to grow a permanent 
organization to be known as the 
“Democratic League.” 
At the close of a day of Democratic 
oratory, during which speeches were 
made by Alton B. Parker, Thomas M. 
Osborne and Edward M. Shepard, out­ 
lining the purposes and hopes of the 
conference, John N. Carlisle of Wa­ 
tertown offered the following resolu. 
Hon; 
“That for the purpose of aiding and 
strengthening the Democratic party, 
bringing back to its ranks those who 
have been separated from it, and at­ 
tracting to it the Independent and the 
young voters of the states, offering a 
place of refuge for those Republicans 
who feel th at their trust In their party 
has been betrayed and its solemn 
pledges and promises to them broken, 
who deprecate its wastefulness aud 
extravagance in administering the af­ 
fairs of the government and look with 
apprehension upon the steady strides 
It is making toward the centralization 
of government at the expense of the 
legitimate power of the states and of 
the rights reserved to the people; and 
for the purpose of disseminating the 
principles of the Democratic party— 
the efforts of this conference should 
be continued, and tor th at purpose its 
organization be made permanent. 
“Therefore, be it resolved, that the 
members of this conference and those 
who may hereafter become such, be, 
and they hereby are, constituted a 
perm anent 
organization 
under 
the 
name of ‘The Democratic League;’ and 
that the present executive committee 
be continued in office until otherwise 
ordered by the general committee 
hereinafter provided for.” 
It is also provided that the execu­ 
tive committee shall call a meeting of 
the general committee on or before 
Feb. I, 1910. 
The resolution was referred to tho 
“committee on plan and scope,” com 
posed of a representative from each 
of the senatorial districts of the state. 
The night meeting was addressed by 
ex-Justice D. Cady Herrick of Alban v 
and ex-Justice Augustus Van Wyck, 
both of whom have carried the party's 
standard in gubernatorial campaigns, 
and also by John Sayles of Buffalo.

President Taft Desires to Confer With 
Attorney General. 
Beverly, Mass., Sept. IO.—President 
Taft has sent for Attorney General 
W ickersham to come to Beverly on 
Saturday to discuss several matters 
of importance. It is believed that one 
of these has to do with the dispute 
between the department of the inter­ 
ior and the forestry division of the 
department of agriculture regarding 
the carrying out of the conservation 
and public land laws. The attorney 
general has also been drawn Into the 
Cunningham coal land case, and it was 
on his initiative that the motion to 
patent the Cunningham claims has 
been held up. 
The president Is anxious that the 
controversy at W ashington shall be 
amicably settled if possible. 
Mr. Taft has been giving much 
thought of late to the speeches he is 
to make in the W est and is gathering 
a vast amount of m atter to form the 
basis of what he will have to say dur­ 
ing the two months of travel and 
speechmaking. 
It is said that Mr. Taft will take 
the people into his confidence regard­ 
ing the recent tariff fight in congress. 
He will repeat what he had to say ic 
the statem ent issued at the time he 
signed the Payne bill, and will declare 
that while the measure was unsatis­ 
factory in manj' ways it was the hest 
he could get out of congress under all 
the circumstances. 
It is further stated that the presi­ 
dent will frankly tell of the troubles 
that beset him In dealing with the 
tariff situation and that he will put 
squarely up to the people the question 
of whether or not they desire a still 
further revision. The president will 
tell his hearers that the remedy for 
any shortcomings In the hill will he 
to elect people pledged to a revision 
along the lines desired.
